■ January 28 - Byzantine emperor Alexios IV Angelos is 
overthrown in a revolution.^ 

■ Febr uary 5 - Alexio s V Doukas is proclaimed Byzantine 
emperor .^ 

■ April 13 - Fourth Cr usade: The Crusaders take 
Constantinople by storm, and pillage the city for 3 days. 
Forces of the Republic of Venice seize the antique statues 
that will become the horses of Saint MarkJ 4 !
